As we seek in this book, to commemorate and to celebrate over 
one hundred years of educational service to and with the Church 
in Vermont and the people of Central Vermont, Rutland in particu- 
lar, it is very fitting to spend some moments to walk back in 
history and to reflect gratefully on ail that has been. Much re 
search has been done and will be shared with all who read these 
pages, yet some things will escape print for various reasons. Thus, 
what is written will jog memories and renew smiles of yesteryear. 

As the current principal of Mr. St. Joseph Academy, it is indeed a 
privilege to be here at this time of such moment. This, my twenty 
fifth year at M.SJ. and fourth as its principal, is but a part of its 
history. During its life span M.S J. has grown in size to over 650 at 
times and then diminished to just below 350. While the numbers 
have changed with the times, the goals have remained basically 
the same. The over all growth, spiritual, intellectual, social and 
physical, of the student remains paramount. 

Mt. St, Joseph began as a small boarding school for girls. Then, 
with desire to meet the needs of the time, it was expanded and 
opened to boys. It is a fully State approved private secondary day 
school for grades nine through twelve. Jt has given birth to a 
tradition which is rich in excellence in afl aspects of student life 
and has given society many, many servants and leaders in all 
paths of life. Each year MSJ. graduates move on to their next 
venture well prepared to take their place in our world. 

While M.SJ. has been rich in so many things through the years, 
finances has always been an area of struggle. The financial prob- 
lems through the years have remained with us, though timely gifts 
have allowed us to continue. The great generosity of parents, 
faculty and students in giving of their time to help us to meet 
each need has become a tradition in itself. Contributed services 
abound. Jt is my fervent prayer that our very modest Endowment 
Fund will receive many gifts in the centenary year and thus insure 
our future in some more financially stable manner. Each year for 
the past several, the school conducts an Annual Development 
Fund Drive. The Alumni* in particular, are generous contributors. 
Many people who are not graduates, but who do value the pres- 
ence of M.S.J, have also regularly contributed. The opportunity to 
invest in a catholic education of such quality is an opportunity 
accepted by many and each year the current graduates join this 
group of supporters. 



We look back on these one hundred plus years with great grati- 
tude for all that has been. We must be grateful to the early Sisters 
of St. Joseph who came from Flushing. Long Island at the invitation 
of Father Charles Boylan to begin a school in Rutland. We are 
grateful also, to all of the Sisters who through the years gave so 
generously of themselves, their time and their talents and more 
particularly for their faith in God. It is the great love of God and of 
neighbor which impelled and motivated those early Ststers to 
begin this institution that we now know as Mt. St. Joseph Acade- 
my, which has had such significant impact. Obviously, the inspira 
tion and guidance of the Holy Spirit has been present throughout 
our history and one need only to be present here for a day to 
know without doubt that truly God is here. His hand is ever at 
work in the lives and concerns of the entire Mt. St, Joseph 
Community. I do not use the word community without thought 
Truly, we are a community in every aspect of the word we 
care, we share, we love, we make mistakes and we make amends, 
we believe that there is one who watches over us and remains 
with us. 

To all of you who will be reading these pages and celebrating life 
with us. thank you. Thank you for today, for yesterday and for 
tomorrow.

HISTORICAL NOTES 
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THt NAMt of Rev. Charles J. Boylan (I8&MS8&) has long been remembered as the one responsible tor 
bringing the Sisters of St. Joseph to Rutland. As the fifth pastor of St. Peter's Church, he supervised 
construction of the present church. Father Boylan converted the schoottiouse next to the church into a 
rectory so thai the otd rectory on Meadow Street could become a convent The priest had long hoped that 
the Sisters would staff the parish school. Two of Father BoylarVs cousms. Sister Borgia and Sister Mary John, 
belonged to this order Father's first request lor teachers from the Mot her house in Flushing. Long Island. 
New York was not granted. Undaunted, f aider Boylan boarded the train to New York, and his cogent appeal 
moved Mother Austin Keane and Sisters Irene. Patricia. Anastasla. and Paul to volunteer lor the Rutland 
mission. The five sisters left New York on b September 1873 and arrived in Rutland the next day. Their 
school opened less than two weeks later. 

The original convent burned due to a defective llu on }\ January 1875 while the sisters were teaching school. 
Father Boylan offered the rectory for the Sisters 1 use. and he sought temporary quarters elsewhere. Just a 
few months after this reversal. Bishop PeGoesbrrand asked the Superior in Flushing to form a separate 
community rn "East Rutland." as the section was trven called. Sister M Phtlip journeyed from Hushing to 
become the first Mother Superior of the Rutland community of Sisters of St. Joseph. "Mother Philip" would 
continue to serve as Superior lor the next nineteen years. During this formative time, she witnessed the 
building of Mt. St Joseph Convent, part of which would open its doors as a school. 

*f July 1879 marked the blessing and laying of the cornerstone of the new convent. Some parishioners 
thought it imprudent for Father Boylan to approve so large a building tor fust eight nuns Work proceeded 
very slowly, hampered by a lack of funds On 2 Februrary 1883. the Sisters moved into the new convent 
although it was not completely finished That spring Mount St Joseph Academy accepted fifty one day 
pupil:- and one boarder, The Academy would remain an alt girls school for the next forty five years. 

Miss Mary kingsiey and Miss tltzabeth leahey were the first two girls to complete the high school 
curriculum In 1887. The number of graduates remained less than ten per year until 1915 Compared to the total 
enrollment of lite school for those years, the small number o( graduates undoubtedly reflects the economic 
status ol many Cathodes around the turn of the century, large families, long hours of labor, and Jow wages 
did not allow students to stay in Softool through grade twelve. Likewise. I he Sisters endured their share of 
hardship and privation. Many years passed before central heating was installed in the convent hence 
sleeping quarters went unhealed. Although many of the Sisters lived extraordinarily long and productive 
lives* there were some who died young from virulent diseases that have been eradicated in our own time 
tuberculosis typhus, and influenza. 

Curriculum at Mt. St. Joseph Academy has always reflected the needs of the community and of the times. In 
\$Q2 the first students graduated with Music and Commercial Course diplomas. The Commercial students 
developed skills that usually earned them an immediate placement in the work force, and the Mount's 
musicians and orchestra also had a fine reputation. Many Music alumna became teachers of Music 
themselves.

' Most of our CatMtc people could not afford private education Af > father and mother 
seemed to think they were witting to make qutte a sacrifice for me to go to the convent 
and ttirV* whatever the Sisters could offer. We had tune fuft grades at >r Peter s. so the 
academtc course at the Academy was only three years, I went to the Academy because 
f did what I was told tn those days, and of course, ever sittce, I'm gtad I did. We were 
set apart, the girls that hail the convent education. 

Mv fattier was a letter carrier, and I was the oldest of seven, it was quite a sacrifice lor 
them to send me The tuition was $25.CVa year. There were only si\ of us who were 
able to go. My father had to leave school at the age of N to help educate an older 
brother who was studying tor the priesthood, so he knew what lack of education 
meant. Hts idea was to do the very best you can. 

In November of our Senior year, we had to take the State Hoards. All six of us took 
thettu you couldn't graduate without that certificate. Mason Stone was the Comnus 
sioner ot tducation. and he was a hard botfed gentleman We all passed the 
examinations. Mother St Charles had a letter from Mason Stone. In it he said that he 
would take any teacher that she could send htm He would rather have her students 
than any others tn the state. We began at twenty minutes of nine until quarter of 
twelve, and then we went back at one o'clock until twenty minutes ot our. We weren t 
expected to go to daily Mass although we sometimes went to the convent chapel, not 
realty going lo Mass but to meet the altar boys 

Mot tier >t Charles had all tlwee years; she was the only teacher. She had six Seniors, 
tour Juniors, and then the six of us We adored Mother St Charles She was very 
helpful, dedicated to religious lite and to education, a marvelous teacher. 

We had everything, we had Geometry. Algebra, and Physics, Chemistry. Geology. 
Astronomv. three kinds of history, Church History. American History, and Ancient 
History, all taught by Mother St. Charles She even had a telescope, and when she'd be 
teaching astronomy, she'd brtng us back evenings. 

We were pushed a In tie bit in those days St, Peter s used to have a parish monthly 
which gave committments for ttte attar boys and so on, and it also ga\e the averages of 
every darn student, anyone with a grade over SO If you didn't get tn it. you might tust 
as well hang up \otir boots We had to maintain an average of ninety or better to 
receive the gold medal. 

The school had the respect of the community, no question about tt."

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THE SISTERS' fiftieth anniversary in Rutland was fittingly celebrated on 3 September 1923. The 
Rutland Herald recorded the event: "The greatest number of Catholic Church dignitaties ever 
assembled in Vermont attended golden jubilee services at St. Peter's Church this morning with Rt. 
Rev. Bishop J. J. Rice as the celebrant at a solemn High Mass. During the services the following 
order of procession was carried out, censer bearer, cross bearer, two acolytyes, clergy subdeacon, 
assistant priests , . . mitre bearer, crosier bearer, bishop with deacons of honor." 

Since enrollment of both students and boarders had increased, the convent no longer provided 
adequate classroom space. An addition, immediately to the north of the convent would solve the 
problem. A drive to raise $200,000. for the new building commenced on the same day as the Golden 
Jubilee. Alumnae generously donated over $1500. to the fund. With shrewd business acumen, Mother 
Columba worked very closely with Father Brown in planning every stage of the building which 
would house a Chapel, gym, and the necessary classrooms, labs, music studios, and dormitories. The 
Sisters of St. Joseph Corporation authorized Mother Columba to spend $250,000. and borrow 
another $100,000. After almost three years of planning, the construction began. On 19 July 1926, 
Father Brown laid the cornerstone. By the fall of 1927, the building was completed so that freshmen 
boys could enroll for the first time at M.S. J. These young men would comprise the first co-ed 
graduating class in 1931.
